paign. The 21,000 persons packed into 


the new Madison Square Garden; . 


cheered him for ten minutes when he 
arrived and, when he arose to deliver 
a powerful broadside against. the Dem- 
| ocratic proposals to bring the govern- 
/ment nearer to what Mr. Hoover con- 
siders @ socialistic state, he was given 
another demonstration of even greater 


There was nothing forced in-all this, 
as there was no party machine back. 
of this affair. It was a meeting of 
Republicans by corivictiof. The per-'| 
sonality of Mr. Hoover seeméd to have 
reached over the footlights at last. 
He stood under the white lights of the 
great platform, smiling a little, turn-‘ 
ing to the galleries at whispered re- 
| quents,; gravity underlying any sense 
‘of exultation that he might have felt. 


Even Aisles Are Packed. 

Even the aisles were packed by the 
time Mr. Hoover arrived at the Gar- 
den and a group of disabled service 
men whose seats had been taken were 
escorted to the platform. The police 
, outside were holding back huge 
throngs. Balcony tickets were sold as 
high as $5 by those who had obtained 
extra ones. 

Maj. Gen. J. G. ‘Harbord opened the 
program at 8:30 o'clock. He started a 
wave of applause when he said this 
was the last time that Herbert Hoover | 
would be seen as a private citizen. | 
He presented James R. Sheffield, form- | 
ex ambassador to Mexico, as the pre- | 
siding officer, in the absence of Elihu 
Root, who was ill. | 
New York’s greeting to the next presi- 
dent. He paid special tribute to the 
part Mrs. Hoover has played in the 
drama of her husband's brilliant ca- 
reer and she was given a special ova- 
tion, to which she responded with a 
bow. 

Mr. Sheffield introduced Vice Presi- 
dent Charlies G. Dawes, who made his 
first formal address of the campaign, 
stressing the prosperity issue. His 
reference to the tariff was cheered. 

Mr. Hoover was then presented by 
Mr. Sheffield as a great administrator, 
a great benefactor of war torn lands, 
the trusted adviser of Calvin Coolidge, 
and a masterful leader of men with 
a great heart. 

“Pleased by Reception. 

Mr. Hoover, in opening his speech, 

referred to the Democratic candidate as

Adolt Kraus, 


Is Dead at 78 


| (Picture on back page.) 

. Adolf Kraus, for thirty years a 
leader of the Jewish race, lawyer, for- 
mer editor and public official, died yes- 
terday in his apartment at the Hast 
End Park hotel surrounded by mem- 
,bers of his family. He was 78 years 


' Born in Blowitz, Bohemia, of a 
prosperous family of merchants, the 
toy Kraus came to America at the 
age of 15 with only 4 $10 gold piece 
in his pockets. After clerking a few. 
years in small town stores in Ohio, he 
came to Chicago in 1871, while the 
city was still in ruins after the great 
fire. 


Became Lawyer in 1877. 


He found a position in a law office, 
studied for the bar, and in 1877 was 
admitted to practice. His first law 
partner was Wiliam 8S. Brackett, but 


he subsequently became associated 


with Levy Mayer, Thomas A. Moran, 
and ex-Judge Stein under the@firm 
name of Moran, Kras, Mayer & 


Stein. In the early 20th century hei 


became a partner of Judge Samuel 
Alschuler, now on the federal Appel- 
late bench in Chicago. 

Mr. Kraus accepted his first politi- 
cal appointment in 1881, becoming a 
member of the board of education. He 
served six years, two as president of 
the board. In 1893, he was manager 


when he was given the task of re 
forming the civil service commission. 

As president of the commission, Mr. 
Kraus became known as “the man 
with the square jaw.” Learning that 
a furniture trust was robbing the com- 
mission and the taxpayers, the new 
president telegraphed every furniture 
concern in the country outside the trust 
inviting bids. broke the the 
trust on Chicago. 


Re-Edited Text Book, 

He discovered an arithmetic text in 
use which he considered unsuitable for 
the public schools. He studied the 
volume, re-edited it himself at home 
in the evenings, and offered the revised 


edition to the board of education, which | 


accepted a&d approved it. 

When the elder Carter H. Harrison 
bought the Chicago Times in 1891, Mr. 
Kraus became the only other stock- 
holder. Under Mr. Harrison’s manage 
ment, the paper was a losing venture 
and when he was assassinated his 
sons took charge. The losses continued 
until finally Mr. Kraus became editor,

Chicago's municipalty owned water 
plant, once self-sustaining, has been. 
running into debt for the last seven 
years, and, according to present indi- 
cations, the deficit at the end of this 
year will be between $11,000,000 and 
$12,000,000. 

The water fund debt on Sept. 30 was 
$10,084,255, the city controller’s office 


against the city comprises bonds of 
$11,750,000 and smalier debts of $434,- 
266,. with a sinking fund of $2,100,000 
to meet them. Added to the-deficit . 
will be a part of the $2,500,000 in 
“water certificates which will fall due. 
on Dec, 1, 1928. 

City Controller Charles C. Fitzmor- 
Tis on July 9—just before his resigna- 
tion—warned Commissioner of Public 
Works Richard W. Wolfe that “it is 
vita] that steps be taken to check the 
continually increasing deficit in the 
operation of the water fund.”

With a huge water meter 
program ahead and a $30,000,000 ex- 
penditure for filtration plants in the 
offing, he pointed out, it is time for 
somebody to examine the water fund. 


A Public Fimance Record. 


Back in 1910, the city controller's 
reports show, the water department 
started to make money. In 1911 the 
surplus was $2,444,873, in 1913 it was 
$3,249,802, and in 1914 it was $4,160,018. 

Then the politicians decided to give 
the surplus back to the voters in the 
form of reduced water rates by in- 
creasing the discount on bills. In 
1919 the surplus dropped-to $2,878,822, 
in 1920 to $2,123,622, and in 1921 to 
$920,497. Finally it dwindled ahd dis- 
appeared in 1922 when red figures on 
the liability side of the ledger showed 
a deficit of $865,991. 

@hen began the ‘poli’y of bortowing | 
money on water certificates and the 
deficit continued to grow. Last. year 
it was nearly $8,000,000. On Sept. 30 
of this year it was over $16,000,000. 

A City Hall Dilemma, 

Administration officials are con- 
fronted ‘with two alternatives if the 
water plant is to be put back on a 
paying basis: Raise the water rates 
or reduce salaries, trim pay rolls, and

+ Far from apologizing for the record 
the Republican party during the 
last seven and a half years, Mr. Hoo- 
‘wer drew on facts and figures to show 
a substantial genera! inerease in pros- 
perity.

“It is proposed that “we shall 
change from prohibition to the staté 
purchase and sale of liquor.’ *

rectly or indirectly buy and sell and)

“And we are to go into the hydro- 
electric power business.

Every step of 
bureaucratizing of the business of our 
country poisons the very roots of lib- 
eralism; that is, poltical equality, free 
speech, free assembly, free press, and 
equality of opportunity.”

‘man welfare has yielded a degree of 
well being Unparalleled in all the 
world. It has come nearer to’ the 
abolition of peverty, to the abolition 
of fear of want than humanity has 
- ever reached before. The

Dawes Speaks for Hoover. — 

Vice President Dawes, in a’ brie? 
‘address, delivered before Mr. Hoover 
spoke, touched on one point for the 
consideration of the voters.

The platforms of the two par- 
ties defining principles and offering 
solutions of various national problems 
have been presented and are being 
earnestly considered by our people. 

“ After four months’ debate it is not 
the Republican party which finds rea- 
son for abandonment of any of- the 
principles it has laid down, or of the 
votes it has expressed for solution of 
the problems before the conhtry. The 
principles to which it adheres are root- 
deeply in the. foundations of our 
national life. The solutions which it 
proposes are based on experience with 
government and on a consciousness 
that it may have the responsibility 
for placing those solutions in action. 

“In ™y. acceptance speech I en- 
Geavored‘ toe outline the spirit and 
ideals by which I. would be guided 
hin that platform into ad- 
ministratign. Tonight I will not deal 
with the yom. mg of issues which 
have been y well canvassed. I 
intend rether to discuss some of those 
more fundamental principles and 
ideals upon Which believe the .gov- 
ernment of the United States should 
be conducted. 4 


“The Republican party has ever 
been a party of progress. I do not 
need to review its seventy years of 
constructive history. It has always 
reflected tle spirit of the American 
people.

MONKEY STATE. 

Charlies Smith is back in his native state of 
Arkansas’ and he is in jail. He is not back in 
jail. He is back and in jail. Mr. Smith is presi- 
dent of the American Association for the Advante- 
ment of Atheism, a connection and a position 
which require a really sympathetic penetration 
to understand. Probably when a_ citizen of 
Arkansas does revolt he goes the limit, provoked 
by Arkansas itself into enthusiasms for atheism, 


and more and longer volcanic eruptions. If that 
explains Mr. Smith it is at least plausible. — 


_ At this writing Mr. Smith is not only in jail, 
but he is on a hunger strike. He had been living 
and promoting the cause of atheism in New York 
City where, that being a reasonably civilized 
community, he was safe from persecution. His 
return to his native state was in voluntary devo- 
tion to cause.

_ He was arrested under an ordinance of the city 


except in veneration and worship. When he 
appeared in court in his own defense the court 
denied him the right to testify, holding against 
him a provision of the state constitution of 1874 
which declares a person incompetent to hold office 
or to testify as a witness if such person denies 
the being of God, ‘Smith was silenced and fined. 
He refused to pay the fine and is in jail. Another 
law which .prohibits scoffing is yet in pickle 
for him. 

This episode, for what it is worth, is the first 
contribution of Arkansas to national develop- 
ment since the state was admitted to the Union. 
In this,respect, and otherwise, the state is about 
as much in thé current of normal American life 
as Liberia is. It seems to have produced about 
as high grade civilization as that republic. 
Even its idea to prevent the teaching of evolu- 
tion is derived. It came across the border from 
Tennessee to the east.

But the backward psychology in the 
field of railroad labor was revealed by 
the proposal that management skin its 
pay to provide a wage boost. It is 
safe to say that in Bethlehem Steel or 
in General Motors a proposal to cut 
down the compensation of Eugene Grace 
or Alfred Sloan would not be popular 
stuff with the regular employés, who 
Tealize that their own chances for bet- 
ter pay are closely bound up with the 
efficient management that only well 
paid management can provide. 

How well planned incentive wage sys- 
tems increase the wages of men as well 
as the output per man was the subject 
of a recent statement President Grace 
of Bethlehem Steel. In relining open 
hearth steel ladles the piece work and 
bonus system adopted resulted in a de- 
crease of costs by 14.4 per cent, while 
the average earnings of the employés 
were advanced 21.3 per cent. On track 
repair work the costs were cut 34 per 
cent and average earnings increased 25 
per cent. In making repairs to coaking 
pits, costs were decreased 20.4 per cent 


and average earnings raised 19 per cent. | 


Come from Many Factors. 


It is difficult.to determine in most spe- 
cific labor situations whether increased 
wages and lower costs result from an 
incentive wage or from the improved 
* ‘machinery, better plant layout and im- 


-. proved organization of the labor force 


which usually are contemporaneous. 

That is a theoretical problem, how- 
ever. As a matter of practical policy, 
large scale American industry, which 
must produce for the masses of men, 
long since has ceased trying to obtain 
for investors all the gains which come 
from capital investments, and it is tac- 
itly recognized that labor must share 
in imereased productivity, no matter 
how it is obtained.

The Rev. Frederick Siedenberg, dean

“T am an agnostic though I prefer 
the’ word skeptic, because I cannot 
accept the Bible as a supernatural 
book or its contents as supernatural 
I do not believe, particularly, its ac 
count of the origin of the world or of 
man. If there is anything, anywhere, 
that could be called God, I believe that 
he started a great machine going and 
left it to take care of itself. 

“If there has been any progress ZR 
the world—which I: doubt—I believe 
that if it is better in a hundred years 
than it is now, that will not be due 
to Christianity or Judaism, but be- 
cause of the doubters—the agnostics.”

Has Proved Defective 


| Lansing, Mich., Oct. 22.—[{Special.] 
—Charging popular government as it 
éxists today in the United States to, 
be hopelessly inefficient and corrupt, | 
Will Durant, author, predicted a com- 
plete reform of modern political sys- 
tems within 30 years. He spoke here 
today before about 3,000 teachers at- 
tending sessions of the Michigan Edu- 
cational institute. 

“Corruption in the government of 
our great cities,” he said, “ has come 
to the-point where the only persons to/| 
| get into office are those who will co 
operate with criminals instead of fer- 
reting them out.” ; 

Thomas Jefferson, if alige today, he 
declared, would have no chance of ele 
vation to the’ presidency, adding that 
the three able Presidents since’ 1900 
were “political accidents.” He listed 
Roosevelt, Wilson, and Coolidge as the 
outstanding executives. 

“Democracy should not mean equa] 
eligibility td hold office,” he asserted, 
“but an equal chance to make our«/ 
selves fit to hold office. Let us have 
in voting and 
administration.
